5. How many bond transactions does MIDFA anticipate closing during the term of the new 

contract? 

 

 Using the past five years as a baseline, MIDFA anticipates at least one closing each year 

as well as modifications to existing bonds.   MIDFA issues private activity bonds for individual 

projects which makes it difficult to estimate the workload. 

 

6. When does MIDFA anticipate issuing its bonds? 

 

 The timing of the issuance of bonds is dependent upon the needs of the individual project 

and cannot be determined at this time.
